Commissioner President Guy called the Joint Meeting of the Commissioners of St. Mary's
County and the St. Mary's County Delegation to order at 6:02 p.m. in the Chesapeake Building
Meeting Room, Governmental Center.

Following introductions and opening remarks, David Weiskopf, County Attorney, presented the
following 2020 County Legislative Proposals for discussion:

1. De-couple METCOM debt from County Debt. To repeal Section 27-11(A) of Article 19 -
Public Local Laws of St. Mary’s County as amended by Chapter 424 of the 2017 Session of the
General Assembly of Maryland and to replace it with the original language which de-

couples the METCOM debt from the County debt leaving Sections B & C remain intact.




2. Public Facility Bond Request. To request authority to issue public facility bonds in an amount
to be determined for the FY 2021 budget.

3. Health Dept. Renovation Bond Initiative - To request $812,320.00 in funds for FY 2021 to
plan/design the expansion and renovation of the St. Mary’s County Health Department.

4. St. Clement’s Island Museum Bond Initiative - To request $350,000.00 in funds for a multi-
phase project to address St. Clement’s Island Museum building renovations and public access, as
well as update and expand the exhibit and interpretive spaces in the Museum.

5. St. Jerome’s Creek Jetty Study Bond Initiative - To request $118,150.00 in funds to help pay
the non-Federal share of the USACE (US Army Corps of Engineers) feasibility study to
determine if a new concept for jetties will be an effective measure against the historic shoaling in
the mouth of the creek at the Chesapeake Bay.

6. Invest in St. Mary’s Property Tax Challenge - To request the amendment of §9-320 of the
Tax-Property Article of the Annotated Code of Maryland to offer commercial property owners a
tax reduction for real property located in the County’s growth areas and that has been renovated,
rehabilitated or upgraded.

7. SMC Open Meetings Act — to allow closed meetings for investment of public funds, legal
advice and cybersecurity. To amend §9-512(a) of the Local Government Article of the Annotated
Code of Maryland (St. Mary’s County Open Meetings Act) to align with the state open meetings
act list of authorized reasons to hold a closed session meeting to include investment of public
funds, to consult with counsel to obtain legal advice and to discuss cybersecurity

8. SMC Open Meetings Act — to add Library, METCOM and Housing Authority to list of public
agencies and to encourage use of new technology. To amend §9-501(c)(1)(iii, iv, v) and 89-
509(c) of the Local Govt. Article of the Annotated Code of MD to add three (3) agencies to the
definition of “Public Agency” that are subject to the St. Mary’s County Open Meetings Act:
SMC Library System, Metropolitan Commission and the Housing Authority and to encourage
the use of new technology.

9. SMC Open Meetings Act — to remove subcommittees. To amend §9-501(C)(2) of the Local
Government Article of the Annotated Code of MD to remove “subcommittees” from the
definition of Public Agency in the St. Mary’s County Open Meetings Act;

10. To raise public accommodations tax up to 7%. To amend §20-405 of the Local Government
Article of the Annotated Code of Maryland to increase the St. Mary’s County Public
Accommodations Tax enabling legislation from five (5) percent to seven (7) percent.

11. Allow Animal Control Officers to wear body cameras. To amend §10-402 of the Judicial
Proceedings Article of the Annotated Code of Maryland to allow St. Mary’s Co. Animal Control
Officer to wear body worn cameras to record their encounters and activities.




12. To Repeal Installment Purchase Agreement Authority. To repeal Sections 1-8 of Chapter
526 of the 2005 Session of the General Assembly of MD which authorized the County’s
Agricultural Land Preservation Program — General Obligation - Installment Purchase Agreement
Authority leaving Section 9 (27-11) intact.

13. Vaping excise tax. To request an exception to §12-102(b) of the Tax -General Article of the
Annotated Code of Maryland for St. Mary’s County to enable us to charge an excise tax on
Vaping, E-Cigarettes, and ENDS (Electronic Nicotine Delivery System).

14. Snow Emergency Routes. To amend §12-535 of the Local Government Article of the
Annotated Code of Maryland to allow St. Mary’s County to designate Emergency Snow Routes
on St. Mary’s County roads

15. Amend Emergency Services Tax. To amend §49.1(E) of Article 19 of the Public Local
Laws of St. Mary’s County to allow individual rescue squads the ability to have alternatives
funding sources without penalty.

16. The Alcohol Beverage Board of St. Mary’s County To request amendment of 28-401 and
404 of the Alcohol Beverages Article of the Annotated Code of Maryland to establish and set a
fee for an On-Site Consumption Permit for a Class 1 Distillery.
